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Lower Bucks Mushrooms-So Do Taxes

Some of the most certain and un­ 
pleasant things in life are taxes. 
And one of the* most 
unpleasant 
things about taxes is that 
except in 
a few rare instances 
they are con­ 
tinually going up. 


This was brought out by the sec­ 
ond annual Courier-Times survey of 
taxes in Lower Bucks County. 
Taxes increased the past year in 
all but two of the 18 municipalities 
surveyed. 
Penndel Borough kept its taxes at 
the same level as last year while 
the residents of Middletown Township 
were treated to a real rarity 
a tax 
cut. 
T he tax increases range from a 
few dollars to the $.50 increase which 
hit the Bristol Township residents. 


A chart shows how taxpayers fare 
in the 
various 
municipalities. 
The 
chart was based on a hypothetical 
“average’’ family of two adults with 
property assessed at $2,250. This fig­ 
ure is the basic asessment of the Lev- 
ittowner and Rancher type Levittown 
homes. 


V ary With A ssessm ent 


T he 
tax figures will vary with the 
property 
assessment. In some m un­ 
icipalities, such as I^ower Makefield 
and Langhorne Manor, the property 
assessments are much greater and 
as a result the taxes will he higher 
than shown on the chart. The same 


will be true to a lesser extent for 
Middletown 
Township 
and 
other 
areas. 
The $2,250 assessment figure was 
used to give some basis of compari­ 
son. There are probably more prop­ 
erties assessed at this figure than any 


3ther. 


As in past years real estate taxes 
account for the biggest drain on tax­ 
payers’ pockets. 


Other types of taxes which peo­ 
ple may find themselves facing are 
occupation, 
per 
capita, 
personal, 
street lighting and fire hydrants. 


The fire hydrant tax is levied only 
on residents protected by 
hydrants. 
This tax runs only a few dollars a 
year on the property owners. It is 
based either on a millage or front 
footage basis 


T he street lighting tax has been 
discontinued in many areas. 
Many 
municipalities now pay for the street 
lights from the general fund. 


The real estate taxes are genral- 
lv paid through the monthly mort­ 
gage but the occupation and per cap­ 
ita taxes are paid directly by the 
taxpayers. Bills for these taxes have 
been mailed out in 
the past few 
weeks to most residents.
